Safety key to the enjoyable 
Halloween tradition of trick or treat 



Kids love Hallow¬ 
een! They get to dress up 
and get free candy! What 
a perfect holiday! Give 
your kids some precious 
Halloween memories that 
they’ll have for life. Trick 
or treating isn’t what it 
used to be. It’s not as safe 
to let kids walk the streets 
alone. Send a responsible 
adult or older teenager 
with them. Be sure to serve 
your kids a filling meal be¬ 
fore trick or treating and 
they won’t be tempted to 
eat any candy before they 
bring it home for you to 
check. Trick or treat hours 
in Bracken County are 3- 
5 p.m. in Brooksville and 
Germantown and 5-7p.m. 
in Augusta this Sunday, 
October 26th. 

Anytime a child has 
an accident, it’s tragic. The 
last thing that you want to 
happen is for your child 
to be hurt on a holiday, it 
would forever live in the 
minds of the child and the 
family. There are many 
ways to keep your child 
safe at Halloween, when 
they are more prone to ac¬ 
cidents and injuries. The 
excitement of children and 
adults at this time of year 
sometimes makes them 
forget to be careful. Simple 
common sense can do a lot 
to stop any tragedies from 
happening. 

Help your child pick 
out or make a costume that 
will be safe. Make it fire 
proof; the eyeholes should 
be large enough for good 


peripheral vision. 

If you set jack-o-lan- 
tems on your porch with 
candles in them, make sure 
that they are far enough out 
of the way so that kids’ cos¬ 
tumes won’t accidentally be 
set on fire. 

Make sure that if your 
child is carrying a prop, such 
as a scythe, butcher knife or 
a pitchfork, that the tips are 
smooth and flexible enough 
to not cause injury if fallen 
on. 

Kids always want to 
help with the pumpkin carv¬ 
ing. Small children shouldn’t 


be allowed to use a sharp 
knife to cut the top or the 
face. There are many kits 
available that come with tiny 
saws that work better then 
knives and are safer, although 
they can cut you as well. It’s 
best to let the kids clean out 
the pumpkin and draw a face 
on it, which you can carve 
for them. 

Treating your kids to 
a spooky Halloween dinner 
will make them less likely 
to eat the candy they collect 
before you have a chance to 
check it for them. 

Teaching your kids ba¬ 


sic everyday safety such 
as not getting into cars 
or talking to strangers, 
watching both ways be¬ 
fore crossing streets and 
crossing when the lights 
tell you to, will help make 
them safer when they are 
out Trick or Treating. 

Make Halloween a 
fim, safe and happy time 
for your kids and they’ll 
carry on the tradition that 
you taught them to their 
own families some day!

This week Kentucky 
honors our Retired Teach¬ 
ers. Representative Mitchel 
“Mike” Denham joined Gov¬ 
ernor Steve Beshear to of¬ 
ficially proclaim Kentucky 
Retired Teachers Apprecia¬ 
tion Week by signing House 
Joint Resolution 19 (HJR 19) 
into law. 

Rep. Denham, a proud 
supporter of this legislation, 
encourages all Kentuckians 
to recognize the impact of 
our former educators and 
thank them for their service. 

“Kentuckians every¬ 
where owe an incredible 
debt to all our former teach¬ 
ers, school administrators 
and staff in strengthening 
our communities and our 
Commonwealth by serving 
our children through educa¬ 
tion,” said Rep.

Kentucky’s retired teach¬ 
ers remain active in their 
communities by volunteer¬ 
ing and serving in teaching 
roles both inside and outside 
the traditional classroom set¬ 
ting.

“Many teachers volun¬ 
teer at local libraries offer¬ 
ing homework help, in our 
Sunday School classrooms, 
and even back at school after 
they’ve retired, and we are 
grateful for their continued 
service,” Rep.

The Kentucky Re¬ 
tired Teachers Association 
(KRTA) is made up of29,000 
of the roughly 43,000 retired 
teachers across the state. 

In 2014, the KRTA co¬ 
ordinated over 964,000 vol¬ 
unteer hours valued at more 
than $19 Million across Ken¬ 
tucky. In addition, they col¬ 
lected 28,119 food items and 
distributed more than 9,000 
backpacks with school sup¬ 
plies.

From The Bracken Record 
September 20, 1876 

Twenty small buildings 
on the Centennial Exhibition 
grounds were destroyed by 
fire last Saturday, involving a 
loss of $80,000. 

The greater portion of the 
tobacco crop in this county is 
now in the house, and if the 
farmers succeed in curing it 
without accident they will re¬ 
ceive, as they deserve, a rich 
reward for their years of la¬ 
bor. 

The great object of Brack¬ 
en County tobacco raisers 
should be to realize the largest 
possible amount from the sale 
of their tobacco, and to accom¬ 
plish that end they should ship 
their tobacco to Villie Black & 
Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, who are 
Bracken County men, and who 
will do the best they can for 
their friends and neighbors. 

The public cistern is now 
completed, and she is, what 
might safely be termed, a stun¬ 
ner. It was badly needed, as 
is evidenced by the fact that 
the old cistern is entirely dry, 
and should it not rain for some 
time, the next public gathering 


at the court house might have 
to depend upon private cis¬ 
terns for a supply of water.

DEFENDING HOPE 

Always be prepared to give an answer to everyone 
who asks you to give the reason for the hope that you have. 
But do this with gentleness and respect. 1 Peter 3:15 

Human beings can live on scarce resources and in 
dire circumstances, but we can’t live without hope. Hope 
is essentially the belief that our future will be better than 
our past. When we are sick we hope for a future of health 
and wellness, when we are poor we hope for a future of 
prosperity, and when we are alone we hope for a future 
with friends and family. Perhaps our deepest hope is to 
be relieved of our finitude. We all know that our bodies 
are finite and perishable. But, the good news of the gospel 
is that there is another realm beyond this world that is 
imperishable, where death, decay and suffering have no 
place. But what if this hope in a future life is nothing more 
than wishful thinking? What gives us the right to believe 
such things? The resurrection and ascension of Jesus is the 
biblical basis for this hope, but there are other reasons as 
well to believe that this life isn’t all there is. The principle 
of conservation of energy suggests that things, including 
consciousness, can’t just disappear. All things change, 
including who and what we are, but can you conceive of 
yourself just disappearing? When the light goes out and 
our eyes grow dim, perhaps it does literally ”go out” into 
some other realm. Finally, the near universality of belief 
in a future life gives hope to many. It would be a cmel 
cosmic joke for this near universal belief to be based on a 
lie. - Christopher Simon

SPOT ALZHEIMER’S 


With the number of U.S. 
Alzheimer’s patients expected 
to climb to 13 million over the 
next 35 years, the search is on 
to find a reliable diagnostic test. 
Until very recently, there have 
only been clinical tests that help 
detect fairly advanced cases, 
and current biological markers 
of early disease (proteins in 
spinal fluid, MRI scans of the 
brain, and brain PET amyloid 
imaging) are fairly inaccurate, 
invasive, and expensive.

Cooler temperatures and 
shorter days bring out the fall 
colors that paint Kentucky’s 
landscape in warm hues be¬ 
fore winter arrives. 

At about the same time, 
the breeding instinct in 
whitetail deer stirs, putting 
them on the move and more 
frequently into the paths of 
motorists. 

About half of all colli¬ 
sions between vehicles and 
deer in Kentucky occur over 
the last three months of the 
calendar year, according to 
statistics compiled by Ken¬ 
tucky State Police. More of 
these collisions are reported 
in November than in any oth¬ 
er month. 

“October, November and 
December make up the main 
breeding season for white- 
tail deer,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coordi¬ 
nator for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “The peak is 
in November.” 

Deer are most active 
around dawn and dusk as 
they look for mates, he said. 
State police data from 2009- 
2013 shows most vehicle- 
deer collisions in November 
occur from 5-8 a.m. and 5 
p.m.-midnight. 

“Be aware of the tim¬ 
ing and time of day and your 
surroundings,” Jenkins said. 
“Think about where you see 
deer and keep that in mind.” 

Yellow highway signs 
identify deer crossing hot 


spots. Stay alert and be cau¬ 
tious as you drive through 
these areas. At night, use 
high-beam headlights when 
appropriate. High beams can 
help a driver see twice as 
far. 

Should you encounter a 
deer in the road, slow down 
but only steer to avoid hitting 
the animal if it can be done 
safely. Swerving can con¬ 
fuse the deer even more and 
increase the likelihood of a 
crash, Jenkins said. Allow 
the deer to leave the roadway 
but keep in mind that other 
deer may be in the immedi¬ 
ate area. 

Above all, remember 
to wear your seat belt. It’s 
the law in Kentucky. Most 
people injured or killed in 
vehicle-deer collisions were 
not wearing a safety belt, ac¬ 
cording to state police. 

The 2,985 vehicle-deer 
collisions reported last year 
accounted for less than 3 per¬ 
cent of all vehicle collisions 
statewide, according to state 
police data. There were no 
fatalities resulting from ve¬ 
hicle collisions with deer in 
the state in 2012 or 2013, and 
the number of people injured 
in these types of crashes in 
Kentucky has decreased ev¬ 
ery year since 2008. 

“We’ve worked with 
the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet over the years 
to identify high-risk areas,” 
Jenkins said. “Transporta¬ 
tion crews have cleared ar¬ 
eas along the roadways to 
give motorists a better field 
of view to see deer and to 
be more aware of their sur¬ 
roundings.” 

Biologists estimate Ken¬ 
tucky has about 1 million 


deer and attribute the in¬ 
creased movement in fall to 
breeding activity, not hunt¬ 
ing pressure. Hunting lowers 
deer density. 

Some of the highest 
collision rates are found in 
counties with high deer den¬ 
sities. Boone County led the 
state the previous five years 
with an average of 154 ve- 
hicle-deer collisions per year 
followed by Hopkins (116), 
Campbell (103), Jefferson 
(100) and Hardin (95) coun¬ 
ties, according to state police 
data. 

Of the 10 counties with 
the highest average of ve- 
hicle-deer collisions from 
2009-2013, according to 
state police data, more than 
half are classified by Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife as 
Zone 1 counties. The depart¬ 
ment sets deer hunting sea¬ 
son dates and bag limits by 
zone. In a Zone 1 county, a 
hunter may harvest an unlim¬ 
ited number of does (female 
deer) so long as they have 
purchased the appropriate 
additional deer permits. 

“A Zone 1 county is 
where we’re trying to get a 
reduction in the deer herd,” 
Jenkins said. “We realize 
there are too many and we’re 
trying to give our hunters 
ample opportunity to take as 
many antlerless deer as they 
can. Does are what drive the 
population - the more does 
our hunters can take in Zone 
1, the better we do with pop¬ 
ulation control.”

Country Championship 
is limited to schools geo¬ 
graphically located in the 
north eastern part of the 
state, covering 18 counties. 
This year’s meet, hosted 
by Fleming County, was 
held at the Mason County 
complex, which is where 
Augusta traveled on Octo¬ 
ber 18. 

A competitive finish 
was expected in the boys’ 
varsity race, and that is 
what occurred as three in¬ 
dividuals battled for the top 
spot with only five seconds 
separating them. Crossing 
first was Russell Indepen¬ 
dent’s Tyler Andre (16:38), 
followed by Boyd County’s 
Elijah Miller (16:41). The 
Panther’s lone Junior Cam¬ 
ryn Snapp finished third, 
setting a personal record 
(PR) of 16:43. Also setting 
PRs were Augusta fresh¬ 
men David Reed (19:01) 
and Rhys Todd (19:15). 
Rounding out Augusta’s 
varsity finishers were Seth 
Fouts (23:14) and Jon Bar¬ 
rett (25:33). 

Coach Tim Litteral was 
optimistic about the team’s 
performance as the region 
approaches, particularly of 
the freshmen setting PRs. 
‘‘This was Rhys’ second 
PR of the week, and I don’t 
think he was even at 100% 
today, but he’s definitely 
heading in a positive direc¬ 
tion,” Litteral commented. 
“He had mentioned tweak¬ 
ing something this week, 
but he ran through it. And 
David really surprised me 
today. I thought he could 
get into the 19:00s this year, 
but considering his previ¬ 
ous PR was 20:00, I didn’t 
think he would knock an 
entire minute off at once.” 

The Panther’s only up¬ 
perclassman in Camryn 
Snapp broke his streak of 
the last eight meets running 
in the 17:00s, but in a good 
way as Snapp dipped into 
the 16:00s for the first time. 
‘‘Getting into the 16:00s 
was a big goal for Camryn, 


and while I thought he would 
do it at some point, I didn’t 
know if it would happen this 
year. I think he was a little 
disappointed about where he 
finished, because he knows 
he had a close chance to win 
it with just seconds separating 
those top three, but I thought 
he had a great race.” 

While the remaining 
runners didn’t set a personal 
record, Litteral was pleased 
with those performances as 
well. “Jon’s time was a little 
out of character for him, but 
he had been out of town for a 
week leading up to the race, 
so I would expect his time to 
come back down to average in 
these last couple meets,” Lit¬ 
teral said. “Seth, our seventh 
grader, knocked 30 seconds 
off of his time from earlier in 
the week, so he is heading in 
the right direction.” 

This meet marked the last 
competition of the season for 
Augusta’s elementary team. 
In the 3K race for the 5 th and 
6 th grade boys, Brian Cheese- 
man finished in 12:51, while 
Noah Teegarden finished in 
14:26. On the girl’s side, 
Reagan Jett finished in 20:42. 
“This was the first time any 
of these runners had run a 
3K,” Coach Litteral said. 
“Reagan’s worked particu¬ 
larly hard these last couple 
of weeks, so hopefully that 


mindset will carry over to 
next year. Brian and Noah 
will both be sixth graders 
next year and I really feel 
they have the potential to 
come in and be contribu¬ 
tors on the middle school 
team.” 

In the 4 th grade and 
under races (one mile), 
Augusta had one individ¬ 
ual medal; Conner Snapp 
placed 10 th on the boys’ side 
with a PR of 6:59. Joshua 
Bex finished in 7:27, while 
Owen Teegarden finished 
in 7:28, a PR. In the girls’ 
race, Madison Wenz fin¬ 
ished with a PR of 8:56. 
Hannah Rayburn complet¬ 
ed the one-mile in 9:05, 
followed by Erika Keg- 
ley in 9:53, both of whom 
also set personal records. 
“Overall, it was a good day 
for the elementary runners, 
as many set records and ran 
good races,” Litteral said. 

Thursday, October 
23, marks the final regular 
season meet for the varsity 
team. The Panthers travel 
to Clark County for the 
“Run for the Water Barrel” 
meet at Lykins Park in their 
final competition leading 
up to the Region Champi¬ 
onship. This year’s Class 
“A” Region 5 Champion¬ 
ship is being held at Mason 
County on November 1.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



In recent days, the state’s 
Cabinet for Economic Devel¬ 
opment has been highlight¬ 
ing an industry that can be 
summed up in three words: 
Made in Kentucky. 

It’s a phrase that applies 
to more and more products 
every year. According to the 
Cabinet, we now have more 
than 4,000 factories, and their 
220,000 employees manufac¬ 
ture about $27 billion worth 
of goods, a third more than 
they did just five years ago. 

We can point to several 
factors behind this positive 
trend, beginning with our ex¬ 
ports, which grew faster than 
all but one state in 2013 and 
are 10 percent ahead of that 
record pace so far this year. 

At the same time, more 
than 200 manufacturers an¬ 
nounced last year that they 
were locating here or under¬ 
taking a major expansion. 
All told, they are on track to 
create nearly 7,500 jobs. 

In a further breakdown 
of these numbers, there are 
three industrial sectors help¬ 
ing to lead this latest resur¬ 
gence: aerospace, aluminum 
and autos. 

The first of those is our 
biggest exporter, account¬ 
ing for 20 percent of all that 
we ship beyond our borders. 
The auto industry is a close 
second, which is no surprise 
since we’re now third among 
the states in light car and 
truck production. In addition 
to our four assembly plants, 
we have more than 450 other 
factories supplying the parts 
these vehicles need, a figure 
that includes several local 
plants. 


As for aluminum, few 
states can match our pro¬ 
duction, and we’re set to see 
those numbers grow signifi¬ 
cantly as the auto industry 
moves toward all-aluminum 
bodies. Only about one per¬ 
cent of vehicles now fits in 
that category, but the Cabi¬ 
net for Economic Develop¬ 
ment says this is expected to 
grow to 20 percent within a 
decade. This move is already 
having a major impact here 
in Kentucky, since it was the 
driving force behind two re¬ 
cent announcements amount¬ 
ing to $500 million in new 
investment. 

In addition to making a 
name for ourselves in these 
three categories, there are 
other areas as well where we 
shine. 

Consider that a Louis¬ 
ville company makes about 
90 percent of the disco balls 
now produced in the country. 
If you’re looking for more 
timeless pastimes, Hopkins¬ 
ville’s Ebonite International 
is the world’s epicenter for 
bowling equipment; an Er- 
langer factory makes most of 
the playing cards we shuffle; 
a Falmouth company pro¬ 
vides athletic equipment used 
extensively by our pro sports 
franchises; and the house¬ 
boat industry that originated 
here in Kentucky more than 
60 years ago now has annual 
sales topping $800 million. 

In terms of everyday 
products, one of our factories 
makes enough Post-it Notes 
to circle the globe 100 times 
annually, and Louisville is 
home to Reynolds Wrap, 


which will celebrate a cen¬ 
tury of production in a few 
years. 

Many of our manufactur¬ 
ers provide the food we eat 
and drink. Those include the 
world’s largest peanut butter 
plant in Lexington and the 
only factories that make Hot 
Pockets, Uncrustables sand¬ 
wiches and Airheads candy. 
We also have 50 non-alco¬ 
holic beverage producers, 34 
distilleries and 28 wineries. 

Locally, our manufactur¬ 
ing base is strong, with com¬ 
panies like Wald making a 
variety of products ranging 
from bicycle training wheels 
to automotive jack handles. 
Fleming County has a facility 
making hardwood air vents, 
and for nearly 60 years now, 
Clopay Plastic Products has 
produced a variety of prod¬ 
ucts that have applications in 
such industries as healthcare 
and construction. 

Kentucky’s diverse pro¬ 
file when it comes to manu¬ 
facturing speaks volumes 
about all that we have to of¬ 
fer, and it’s a good founda¬ 
tion from which to work as 
the industry adds jobs here 
that once went overseas. Our 
task now, quite literally, is to 
build on that foundation, but 
that’s something I’m confi¬ 
dent we can do.

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On Thursday, September 
25, 2014, a group of con¬ 
cerned citizens from Bracken 
County met at the Augusta 
School Library to discuss the 
impact of addiction and sub¬ 
stance abuse on the residents 
and resources of our local 
county.
